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Dubuque nun headlines national news — p 


arrell elected mayor

From the East Coast to the West, 
from the New York Times to the 
Chicago Tribune to the Denver 
Post, the election of Sister Carolyn 
Farrell, 43, as mayor of Dubuque is 


_ headlining the news. 


Further evidence of this national 
interest in Farrell is noted from her 
-appearance on “A. M. Chicago,” 
and an invitation to appear on 
“Good Morning America.” 

Farrell is frankly surprised at the 
interest in her election, but laugh- 
ingly attributes it to the picture peo- 
ple conjure up of a grade school nun 
they had vs. a wide-eyed liberal. 

In this form of government, the 
City Manager carries on all the pol- 
icy that a five-member City Council 
sets up. The members of the City 
Council are elected by popular vote 
for four-year terms. During one 
year, three members are elected, 
and later two more. 

Té run for City Council, a citizen 
must submit a petition with a vary- 
ing number of minimum signa- 
tures, A primary is held to reduce 
the number of candidates, and later 
the empty chairs on the City Council 
are filled. : 

One of the jobs of the City Coun- 
cilistoelecta mayor from among its 
members for a one-year term. 

Farrell said that this is a some- 
what cloudy issue. Although the 
City Code dictates that it is the 
Council that should elect the ma- 

yor, the Cade doesn't specify how. 

This lack of a specified method to 
elect the mayor has caused some 
controversy. In the past, several 
methods have been used. : 

According to Councilman jim 
Brady, there has been a 26-year tra- 
dition to elect the senior member 07 
the Council. ‘ 

The other Council members, 11° 
cluding Jack Felderman, who nom} 
nated Farrell and Mike Pratt. take 
the view that the mayor should be 
the Council member with the most 
Popular support and also represent 
the majority of the Council. ; 

When Farrell ran for the City 

uncil in 1977, she received a large 
Margin of the vote. followed by 
ike King and Brady.

votes of Felderman, Pratt and her- 
self. King, who was rushed to Finley 
Hospital on New Years’ Eve for an 
emergency appendectomy, was ab- 
‘sent, but said that his vote would 
also have gone to Farrell. 

The one vote against Farrell 
came from Brady who, in his second 
term and starting his seventh year 
on the Council, has yet to be elected 
mayor. 

Brady stated,. “I feel that it was a 
slap in the face to bypass me.” 

He added that he was sure. that 
King, if he had been there, would 
have voted with the majority of the 
Council: “By sticking together, each 
was assured of a turn being mayor.” 

The role of the mayor in this form 
of government is quite different

According to Farrell, the respon- 
sibilities of the mayor include chair- 
ing each mecting of the City Council 
and representing the city at certain 
functions, such as ribbon-cuttings. 
She added that the mayor is usu- 
ally the first person contacted by the 
media when something goes wrong, 
and can also use the position to in- 
fluence projects already in progress. 
Farrell also joked that the big of- 
fice in City Hall of Chicago mayor 
Jane Byrne is non-existent here in 
Dubuque - Farrell has a mailbox. 
Farrell's interest and involvement 
in politics go back to 1965, when the 
changes in the Church began to oc- 
cur. : 
‘Farrell said, ‘Religious life 
changed in such a way that I would 
have the freedom to become more 
and more involved.” 


In 1969, Farrell came to Dubu- 


que as principal of St. Patrick's Ca- 
tholic School, and became involved 
in local affairs. 

She was the first woman appoint- 
ed to the Dubuque Civil Service 
Commission, through which she 
met a lot of people. Later she was 
appointed to Governor Ray’s “Iowa 


2000 Task Force,” a group of about . 


16 people from across the state look- 
ing toward Iowa's future in the year 
2000. 

Farrell also served on the BVM 
Administrative Board and the BVM 
Senate, as well as being a current 
member of Clarke's Board of Trus- 
tees. 

Her decision to run for the Dubu- 
que City Council came as a result of 
the encouragement and teasing of 
people who insisted that a woman 
was needed on the Council. In 1977, 
Farrell decided either to run or for- 
get about politics, and the final out- 
come was a position on the Council. 

Having a woman on the City 
Council didn’t seem to bother the 
people of Dubuque. Apparently the 
fact that Farrell was a member of a 
religious community had little neg- 
ative reaction either, because of the 
large number of votes she received 
in the elections. 

But now that she is mayor, it 
seems that public opinion has 
changed. Reactions range from de- 
light, to one person's response that. 
“Well, she kicked the habit. The 
next thing she'll kick is the order.” 

The BVM sisters are supportive 
of Farrell. She received congratula- 
tory notes from both the past and 
current presidents of the order. 

Clarke College President Dr. 
Meneve Dunham is pleased with 
Farrell's election. She said that she 


and Farrell have discussed the diffi- 
culties that Farrell might encounter 
between her job as Director. of Con- 
tinuing Education here at Clarke, 
and her job as mayor. Apparently 
none are foreseen. 


Although King said that no one 
has adequate time to hold a full time 
job and be mayor, he and the other 
members of the Council have every 
confidence in Farrell, Felderman 
citing her good management back- 
ground. 

Farrell considers herself fortu- 
nate in that, because she does not 
teach, she can plan her own working 
day here at Clarke, thus avoiding 
time conflicts. ’ 

It seems as though the most oppo- 
sition to Farrell comes as a result of 
her membership in a religious com- 
munity. Again, Farrell sees no prob- 
lem. She states that rhe religious life 
is integrated, part ol uer. Farrell 
joined the order 26 years ago. 

King said that anyone's upbring- 
ing will affect the way they vote, as 
his being a lawyer affects his vote. 

In spite of Farrell's being a nun, 
Brady stated, “She sometimes does 
not have the morality that I expect- 
ed of her at that (Council) table.” 

On the other hand, Pratt said 
that Farrell may tend to be more 
moral because of her vocation, al- 
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though he added’ that she is very 
open-minded. 

Pratt cited a case when the Coun- 
cil wanted to push an adult book- 
store in town out of business. Ap- 
parently Farrell took the view that as 
much as the Council didn’t like it, 
the owner was operating a legal 


business and there was no legal jus- ~ 


tification for closing it down. 

Farrell's fellow Council members 
praised her efforts profusely. Pratt 
said that Farrell has the “ability and 
professionalism to do one hell of a 
job.”
